Hogs Pour Into 
Stockyards, 
Dropping Prices

Hogs poured into Ihe major live- 
stock markets from every corner 
of the corn belt today, sending 
prices downward from yesterday's 
ail-time highs. 


Cattle prices, however, ; rose to 


new record heights today, one day 
after removal of price ceilings. 


The U. S. Department of Agri- 


culture reported at Chicago tnat 
about 62,000 hogs were offered for 
sale at markets in interior Iowa 
and southern Minnesota alone, in 
addition to a conservative early 
estimate of 80,000 head at the na- 
tion's 12 major livestock terminals. 


Shipments of catlle and calves 


also increased. Receipls at the 12 
major markets doubled those of a 
week ago and were running slight- 
ly heavier than a year ago. Early 
estimates placed the number of 
catlle at 12 markets at 63,000 head, 
ut it was believed this would be 
exceeded. 


Despite the heavier cattle ship- 


ments prices advanced from $2 to 
$4 at Chicago and sold up to 
$2 


and more higher at other markets. 
At Chicago, top steers and year- 
lings sold for $35.25 per hundred 
pounds, Ihc highest price in the 
history of the livestock industry. 


Omaha, Nc., recorded a new all- 


time record of $31 per hundred 
weight for cattle. Another all-time 
high was paid at 
Kansas 
City,; 


where best grades of slaughter ani- 
mals went for $29 per hundred- 
weight. Top steers at East St. Louis 
sold for $29 also. 


Despite the sharp increase in 
farm-lo-markct shipments, 
there 
still was little fresh meat on the 
nation's 
butcher 
counters, 
and 


housewives fortunate enough to find 
it did not quile about the price. 


There 
were 
indicalions 
of

rcak in the hog market. 
Some 


big Chicago packers were report- 
ed holding off, waiting .for prices 
to drop. Early ids and sales of 
hogs ranged from steady

At a few terminal 
markcls, where prices reached $30 
in yesterday's recore trading, quo- 
tations were as much as $5 lower. 
In Iowa, many buyers were re- 


fusing to buy hogs at prices asked, 
and others were bidding $3 lower.

Seek New Way 
of Electing 
Commissioners

. Little Rock, Oct. 16 —(/P)—There 
is a growing possibility that the 
1947 
legislature will be asked 
•— 
with at least the tacit support of 
the state's constitutional officers— 
to change the method of selecting 
county election commissions. 
Some members of the state elec- 


tion board, the constitutional offi- 
cers, frankly are convinced that 
[he patronage involved isn't worth 
Ihe "heat and pressure" resulting 
'.torn the board's rejection of pleas 
jy ex-servicemen's political groups 
3d. 5 for representation on some 
county boards. Two say, oft' the 
record, there are 
less 
explosive 
ways of repaying political favors 
Back in the counties. 


Before departing on a two weeks 
hunting trip just three days after 
the 
board's 
meeting. 
Governor 
Laney Voiced "doubt" that 
the 
present system of selecting 
the 


county' commissions is the best. He 
said that • the board as now con- 
stituted always probably would be 
made up of nominees for high of- 
fice. He did not venture a sugges- 
tion of how the boards should bo 
changed. 


.Most other members of the board 
have been frugal with their 
"on" 
the "record" comments about what 
the board did, how it should 
be 
corts'tituted elc. However, one of 
them — Treasurer J. Vance Clay- 
ton — candidly says he wants no 
part of another session so fraught 
with political repercussions as the 
Oct'. 5 meeting. 


And, Clayton 
has 
a 
concrete 


suggestion for a change in the se- 
lection system. He has discussed 
it with at 'least three other board 
members this week. This is it: 
The legislature would repeal all 
acts now governing county election 
boards and adopt legislation au- 
thorizing the 
county 
conventions 
(or regular party committees) of 
the Democrats and Republicans to 
name the county boards, giving the 
Democrats two members and the 
Republicans one. 


This would keep the selection of 
the county boards at the county 
levels. However, it would freeze 
out' independent or revolting fac- 
tions by leaving the membership 
solely to the two parties. 
Formerly the state election board 


was composed of the governor, at- 
torney general and secretary of 
state. After several years of agi- 
tation by some of the other 
con- 
stitutional officers —none of whom 
are now incumbent, the 1936 legis- 
lature enlarged the board to in- 
clude all seven of the officers. 
Fights 
have resulted biennially 
over composition of the oard in 
Garland county 
where the 
influ- 
ince of Mayor Leo P. McLaughlin 
has been paramount in the past. 
Dccasional scraps developed 
oe- 
'bre the board over factional dis- 
putes in other counties — particu- 
larly in some of the'counties where 
Republicans have matched Demo- 
crats vote for vote in several elec- 
tions. 


McJLatighlin's 
friends 
on 
the 
board have taken care of his or- 
ganization in Garland county con- 
sistetly, 
though 
closely 
some 
times. The state officials 
safely 


could .resolve 
the 
upper

couty fights for the Democrats. 
But, no previous commission has 


been faced with the problems like

Seek New Way 
of Electing 
Commissioners

. Little Rock, Oct. 16 —(/P)—There 
is a growing possibility that the 
1947 
legislature will be asked 
•— 
with at least the tacit support of 
the state's constitutional officers— 
to change the method of selecting 
county election commissions. 
Some members of the state elec- 


tion board, the constitutional offi- 
cers, frankly are convinced that 
[he patronage involved isn't worth 
Ihe "heat and pressure" resulting 
'.torn the board's rejection of pleas 
jy ex-servicemen's political groups 
3d. 5 for representation on some 
county boards. Two say, oft' the 
record, there are 
less 
explosive 
ways of repaying political favors 
Back in the counties. 


Before departing on a two weeks 
hunting trip just three days after 
the 
board's 
meeting. 
Governor 
Laney Voiced "doubt" that 
the 
present system of selecting 
the 


county' commissions is the best. He 
said that • the board as now con- 
stituted always probably would be 
made up of nominees for high of- 
fice. He did not venture a sugges- 
tion of how the boards should bo 
changed. 


.Most other members of the board 
have been frugal with their 
"on" 
the "record" comments about what 
the board did, how it should 
be 
corts'tituted elc. However, one of 
them — Treasurer J. Vance Clay- 
ton — candidly says he wants no 
part of another session so fraught 
with political repercussions as the 
Oct'. 5 meeting. 


And, Clayton 
has 
a 
concrete 


suggestion for a change in the se- 
lection system. He has discussed 
it with at 'least three other board 
members this week. This is it: 
The legislature would repeal all 
acts now governing county election 
boards and adopt legislation au- 
thorizing the 
county 
conventions 
(or regular party committees) of 
the Democrats and Republicans to 
name the county boards, giving the 
Democrats two members and the 
Republicans one. 


This would keep the selection of 
the county boards at the county 
levels. However, it would freeze 
out' independent or revolting fac- 
tions by leaving the membership 
solely to the two parties. 
Formerly the state election board 


was composed of the governor, at- 
torney general and secretary of 
state. After several years of agi- 
tation by some of the other 
con- 
stitutional officers —none of whom 
are now incumbent, the 1936 legis- 
lature enlarged the board to in- 
clude all seven of the officers. 
Fights 
have resulted biennially 
over composition of the oard in 
Garland county 
where the 
influ- 
ince of Mayor Leo P. McLaughlin 
has been paramount in the past. 
Dccasional scraps developed 
oe- 
'bre the board over factional dis- 
putes in other counties — particu- 
larly in some of the'counties where 
Republicans have matched Demo- 
crats vote for vote in several elec- 
tions. 


McJLatighlin's 
friends 
on 
the 
board have taken care of his or- 
ganization in Garland county con- 
sistetly, 
though 
closely 
some 
times. The state officials 
safely 


could .resolve 
the 
upper 
state 
couty fights for the Democrats. 
But, no previous commission has 


been faced with the problems like 
those arising over the claims of 
insurgent GI's and their factional 
compatriots for representation 
on' 
county commissions. 


County commissions —composed 


of two members of the 
majority 
party and one of the minority (Ihe 
statute does not designate 
Demo- 
crats or Republicans) name 
the 


judges and clerks in each precinct. 
Candidates prefer "friendly," ra- 
:her than non-partisan 
or 
"un- 


Iriendly," judges and clerks. That 
:s why thev apply so much heat 
to the election board. 
, What the board-did .Oct. 5 waq 
secret. No member will say on or 
off the record how any other mem- 
er — or himself, for that matter 
—voted in all .instances. But near- 
,y all agree that rejections of GI's 
in all counties were not 
unani- 
mous. The effect is the same as 
though it had been unanimous and 
the editorial and verbal criticism 
resulting is exactly what the state 
oard members don't want to go 
through again.

There's no real meat 
shortage. 
There's plenty of cattle, but the 
catlle were held back from slaugh- 
ter until price controls were ended. 


This holding back of cattle was 
made clear by the beef industry's 
OPA advisory committee, a com- 
mittee set up to deal with the gov- 
ernment. 


R. G. Haynie. chairman of the 


committee, told reporters here last 
week that plenty of cattle 
were 
ready for market if controls were 
ended. 


The committee itself asked the 
government to lift controls. It said 
there was no shortage of cattle. 


This holding back of cattle put 
a squeeze on the government.. The 
government gave in. 


The squeeze came at a critical 
time for President Truman 
and 
his Democratic administration. 
The longer the meat shortage, 
the more impatient the American 
people became. 


The congressional elections are 
less than three weeks away. From

destination, projects to sort, size 
and repair them were set up by 
John E. Lynch, a technical spe- 
cialist for the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Administra- 
tion. 


It was thought it would be better 


to have the job done over there, 
where there was much unemploy- 
ment, than to have it done here, 
where at the time there was a 
manpower shortage. 


At one time 12,000 to 15,000 shoes 


were being turned out daily. Most 
of the shoes had between 15 and 
20 months' wear. 


The biggest job was in 
sizing 
the shoes, finding mates .seeing 
that the two shoes in a pair would 
both wear the same length of time 
and' so forth. 


Only about 35 percent of 
the 


shoes needed repair. Those beyond 
recovery were pulled apart and the 
materials were used in fixing up 
othrs. There was practically no 
waste. 


Farmers, miners, railroad work- 


ers and truck drivers have been 
among the first to receive 
the 


shoes. The first 6,000 pairs issued 
in Rome went to miners in Sar- 
dinia who were working with bare 
and bleeding feet. 


Some of the shoes were worn by 


women whose feet were broader 
than usual. But mostly the shoes 
given to women and children have 
come from clothing collections and 
purchases.

— Grcgori Sourlas, the 
rightisl 
bandit 
chieftain 
whose

'means death itself lo Greek Com- 
munists, said today that he never 
killed in malice. 


Sourlas said he learned late in 


1943 
lhat Communists in 
Greece 


planned to attack the British and 
seize the government as soon as 
Ihc country w^ liberated. 


"I thought their purpose was na- 


tional when we were fighting to- 
gether in the resistance 
move- 


ment," he said, "I thought 
their 


purpose was to fight the Germans 
and Italians, but I learned differ- 
ently and left with some of my 
men. 


"The Italians burned my house. 


The Communists came later and 
stole my sheep — and I began to 
fight the Communists. I had pro- 
tected even British soldiers in my 
home before the Italians burned it 
— and for that I suppose I am 
considered a Fascist.' ' 


Sourlas is a giant of a man. He 


wears a beard and his flowing dark 
brown hair touches his shoulders. 
He is alleged to have supported 
himself since 1943 by looting towns 
and road convoys with not 
too 


much political discrimination. But 
most of all he is feared by the 
Communists. 


Spurlas said the Communists had 


whitlled his 
once-powerful 
band 


down lo 40 men — of whom I 
counted at least 60 during our in- 
terview. He said he had nothing 
left of his former grealness excepl 
-a bad reputation. Sourlas said he 
could not even get support from the 
government for his fight against 
the Communists — and he regards 
this is a double-crow of the first 
order. 


The prefect of Larissa — where 


Sourlas and his men have been ac- 
tive — announced 
a month ago 


that all bandits, regardless of their 
political coloring, would be arrest- 
ed and jailed if caught. This order 
placed Sourlas in the same class 
with leftist bandits, but the govern- 
ment has made no effort to arrest 


, him—although officials know quite 
j well where he is hiding.
